COMMISSIONER JAMES TANNER. 


PURE REPUBLICAN. A MAN WHO 


KNOWS BUT ONE PRINCIPLE—REPUBLICANISM. 


(From Home and Country.) 


To introduce to our readers a 


man whose name is a household 
word in the family of every veter- 
an in the land, whose pbysical in- 
juries in the war were greater even 
than those of bis predecessor in 
the high office to which he has 
been apppointed, is like crowding 
the mourners. And yet the task 
is a@ pleasant one. The Nation 
never has, it never can do too 
much for men who suffered so much 
in her defense as did Gen. John C.

James Tanner is a native of 
Schoharie County, New York 
State, where he was born in 1844. 
In September, 1861, at the age of 
17 years, he enlisted as a private 
in the 87th New York, which soon 
afterwards went to the front, where 
they were assigned to Kearny’s 
Division. And who has not heard 
of dashing, fighting Phil. Kearny, , 
who on the field 1n Mexico sacri 
ficed an arm in the ranks of the 
American soldiery and subsequent- 
ly sealed his devotion to the Union 
with his heart’s blood at Chantilly, 
Va., during the Civil War? It was 
uuder such a leader that the regi- 
ment in which Tanner served re- 
ceived its first baptism in fire.

1862, James Tanner, then wearing 
the stripes of a Corporal, hence his 

most popolar subriquet and the 

ove by which he is best Known, 
was struck by a piece of shell, nec- 
essitating the ampatation of both 
legs below the knee. Who shall 
speak of what he has since suffer- 
ed from repeated operations caused | 
by these injuries ?

FRED DOUGLASS. 

Mr. Douglass’ oration at the 
Metropolitan charch last- Tuesday 
night was a masteriul and _ schol. 
arly effort. Like all his literary pro- 
ductions it received, and very 
properly too, the endorsement of 
the cultured and intelligent aud 
ience to whom and for whom it 
was especially prepared and deliv- 
ered. Mr. Douglass as usual in- 


.dulged in some beautiful oratori- 


cal flights and drew very heavily 
upon his imagination to convey to 
bis hearers the idea that the negro 


-, is eternally and fundamentally the 


inferior ot the white man. He sees 
nothing but defeat and ruin for the 
negro as a negro in this country, 
and advises the race to subordinate 


_. itself to the caucasian race beeause 


the latter is, as he believes, strong- 
er, intellectually and financially, 
and must per force be the domi- 
nant race in this country. The 
gloomy picture which the sage of 
Anacostia has drawn representing 
the condition and standing of the 
American negro inthis country. is 
said to behold, painful to 
think on. It is an adroit, well. 
planned, skilifully worded speech 
and is evidently meant to 
serve a double purpose. How well 
it will accomplish its purpose re- 
mains to be seen. 

We recognize in Frederick Doug. 
lass a man of wonderful taleut sa 
gacity and ability. We are not 
quite prepared, however, to accuse 
him of being possessed of the gift 
of prophecy. We believe we are 
justified in assuming that the dire 
calamities which he predicts as 
certain to overcome the race, are 
the outgrowth of an enfeebled mind 
As men grow older they think and 
act and talk differently than when 
they were younger and possessed 
of all of their faculties. Mr. Doug 
lass speculates without warrant or 
justification. He sees danger where 
there is no danger and like a taith- 
ful alarmist as he sounds the key- 
note and individually offers himself 
as the deliverer of his people from 
the dangers which surrounds it. 
Mueh that he says touching our 
present and past history is truly 
good and to the point, but we fail 
to see the wisdom of his advise to 
the negro to surrender his manhood 
and right to recognition to the 
white race which happens to be in 
the majority in point of numbers 
and wealth. We do not beleive 
that Mr. Douglass’ advice on this 
point is either wise or statesman- 
like. For tbe negro to follow it 
would be a disgraceful surrender of 
his manhood and admission to our 
common enemy of his inferiority. 
It has takea Mr. Douglass a long 
time to discover thatthe negro does 
not amount to much and that amal 
gamation wi-h the white race is the 
only safe policy for the negro to 
pursue. Mr. Douglass is evidently 
speaking from pructical experience 
and yet his suggestions on this 
point are impractible and unwise. 
His fling at the press of the coun- 


try can readily be accounted for. |

Derrick, of New York, on the 
occasion of the 27th anniversary 
of the emancipation of slaves in 
the District of Columbia, was de- 
livered at the 4th Buptist church 
on last Tuesday evening. Dr, 
Derrick surprised all who heard 
him; he dealt with the American 
vegro in a practical light; there 
was no theory abont his speech; 
he ook thespegro when he was 
oppressed anf showed his condi- 
tion then anc bow he advanced 
from slavery and became to be 
an educated and refined citizen. 
Those who were fortunate enough 
to gain admission to the church 
did not regret it. Fortwo hours 
the Doctor held his audience with 
amazemert. Nota person mane- 
fested -any dissatisfaction. The 
Washington people never heard a 
vegro representative handle the 
question of negro emancipation 
in the District as Dr. Derrick did 
on thie occasion; and we know 
from the vast number of peuple 
present, more than usual interest 
was manifested.

FAINTING IN ITS COMMON FORM. 


Only a small proportion of person ever faint 
under any cicumstanes, But a few faint at 
the slightest cause, fear, joy, grief, unpleusant 
sight, oisome smells, teated and impure air, 
sudden accident o: some irritation of the 
stumac: or other internalorgans The excit- 
ing cause va:ies iu different persons, and 
each should guard himselfat his own point 
ofexposure. Inany case of faintness every 

obstacle to the freest actiou of the heart and 
lungs should be removed by the loosening of 
the clothing. But the first thing is to get the 
patient into a recumbent posture, flat on the 
back. We know of one person subject to 
fainting who had learned always, at the first 
mouition, to take this posture of her own ac 

cord, and it Ssyeedily terminated the attack. 
If the rso: is in a crowded assembly, she 
should at once be taken into freash air, but 
under no circumstances should anything be 
laced und r her head.The more common 
orm of fainting does not necessaily tend to 
shorten life.

EASTER EGGS. 


The coloring and decorating of 
Easter eggs is a pleasant employ- 
ment for young people. It allows a 
great exercises of tase and ingen- 
uity, aud prettily decorated eggs 
make #2 nice Easter faver to send a 
friend iistead of the more common 


results can be achieved with little 
money, and the exercise of taste, 
care ard patience. The first step is 
‘ Sually o boil the eggs hard- They 
should be put on in cold water, 
which s.iould be allowed to come to 
a boil gradually; then the eggs 


this precaution is apt to result in 
cracked or broken shells. Another 
way is t») make a small hole in each 
end of tae egg with a slender dar- 
ning neodle and blow the contents 
out. These egg-sheils are much 
more delicate and easily broken 
than the first mentioned. Still 
another method is to remove the 
contents and fill the shell with = li. 
quid plaster-of-Paris, which soon 
hardens and makes a very substan 

tialegg. The plaster should be 
mixed with water until it ruos easi 

ly, if, after some plaster is run in 
the shell, a few shot are added the 
egg will always maintain an up- 
rigth position. 

The most simple way to color 
eggs is to sew ribbon or calico that 
will fade around them and boil a 
few misates, The skins of the dark 
red onions’ will color beautiful 
shades of yellow browus. Taci will 
give shades of crimson, light, or 
dark, according to length of time 
the eggs are left in the dye. Indigo 
dissolved in water to which oxalic 
acid is added in the prvuportion of 
a teaspoonfal to a quart of dye 
gives a pretty blue. Names dates 
and figures ean be put on eggs after 
they are dyed by tracing the letters 
or figures with a fine brush or a 
pen dipved in Oxalie acid. To tint 
eggs any shade, use oil paints of 
various hues.
